PICKET OHIO COAL MINES|

U.S. Judge at Steubenville, O., by Injunction, 
Limits Number of Union Watchers.and 
Prescribes Their Conduct. 


By the Associated Press. 
STEUBENVILLE, O., Sept. 10.— 
Only American citizens who speak 
English will be permitted to serve 
as union pickets around the prop- 
erties of coal companies in five 
eastern Ohio counties under. the 
terms of a preliminary injunction 
issued here today by Judge Benson 
W. Hough in United States District 
Court. Furthermore Judge Hough 
announced that he would recom- 
mend the deportation of any alien 
convicted of violating the injunc- 
tion. The injunction is directed 
against officers and members of 
the miners’ union. 
The injunction, granted on appli- 
cation of four coal companies, 
specifies that not more than three 
persons may occupy one picket post 
that the posts must be at least 700 
yards apart and not closer than 100 
yards to any mining property. 
Immediately after the injunction 
was issued, spokesmen for five oth- 
er coal companies operating in the 
affected area indicated they would 
file an intervening petition next 
Tuesday seeking to enter the case 


as joint complainants in order to 
receive the protection of the order. 

The injunction was announced 
after a conference held in cham- 
bers by Judge Hough, Adjutant- 
General Henderson of the Ohio Na- 
tional Guard, the county attorneys 
and sheriffs of Belmont, Columbi- 
ana, Harrison, Jefferson and Tus- 
carawas counties. Marshal Stanley 
Borthwick of the southern Ohio 
Federal judicial district and coun- 
sel for the operators and the min- 
ers. 

The injunction states specifically 
that pickets will not be permitted 
to threaten working miners in any 
way or to use offensive language in 
addressing them. Several modes of 
address are specifically forbidden. 

The injunction is based on testi- 
mony given at a hearing which 
ended Thursday. Witnesses for the 
operators testified that depreda- 
tions had been committed against 
property and assaults made on non- 
union workers. 

Coal operators expressed the be- 
lief that it would pave the way for 
re-opening the mines.

FEATHERED FLYING MACHINE 
FLAPS ITS WINGS AND FLIES 


Motorless Device Is a Success, In- 
ventor Says After Brief Hop 
From Florida Beach, 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

COCOA, Fla., Sept. 10.—This lit- 
tle city on the east coast of Florida 
has been marveling since Sept. 3, 
when a motorless device, called 
an ornithopter, belonging to George 
R. White of Stoney Brook, La., 
made a sustained flight of an 
eighth of a mile. The flight was 
made at Cocoa Beach, near here, 
where White has been conducting 
experiments several weeks. 

The ornithopter has wings cov- 
ered with feathers that beat like 
the wings of a bird. When the 
machine is in the air it looks like 
a giant eagle. It is said to be the 
first motorless device that has 
made a sustained flight of such 
distance. 


Secrecy has surrounded the ex- 
periments of White and two 
friends he brought from the 
North. Asked what made the 


wings of the ornithopter beat like 
those of birds, he replied that it 
was simply an application of mo- 
tive power. Experiments are con- 
ducted in the early morning before 
the beach crowds arrive.

DUPUNTS OWN FOURTH 
UF GENERAL MOTORS 


Company Denies U. S. Steel 
Has Any Stock in Auto 
Concern. 


By the Associated Press, 
WILMINGTON, Del., Sept. 10.— 


The extent of the du Pont stock in- 
terest in the General Motors Cor- 
poration and disposition of the for- 
mer William C, Durant-holdings in 
the same concern aré disclosed in 


a statement issued by Irenee_ E. 
chairman of the Finance Commit- 
tee of E. I. du Pont de Nemours 
& Co. The statement follows re- 
ceipt by the du Pont company 
of notice from the Federal Trade 
Commission that relations between 
the du Pont company, General Mo- 
tors and the United States Steel 
Corporation were under investiga- 
tion. 

The du Pont company now owns 
the equivalent of 1,966,244 of the 
total 8,700,000 shares of General 
Motors common stock. General 
Motors stock held by Durant, who 
withdrew from the company in 
1920, was bought by the du Pont 
company, it was said, and in 1923 
sold in turn to a managers’ security 
company. This company was com- 
posed of “about 80 of the most 
important men occupying manage- 
rial positions in the Genera] Mo- 
tors Corporation.” 

The du Pont interests in United 
States steel were placed at 114,000 
shares of common stock, or about 
1.6 per cent of the total 7,116,235 
shares of steel outstanding, by the 
du Pont executive. 

The steel corporation holds no 
stock of the General Motors or du 
Pont companies, Du Pont said. He 
also said that General Motors owns 
no stock of the du Pont or United 
States Steel concerns, nor in any of 
their subsidiaries, 

Intercompany sales and _  pur- 
chases by the three companies 
were estimated as only a small per- 
centage of the annual! trade of each 
by du Pont. 


INHERITANCE TAX OF $127,376 
ON ESTATE OF MRS. F. H. HIGBEE 


Amount Said to Be Second Largest 
Ever Assessed in St. Louis; 
Valuation $1,159,174. 

A State inheritance tax of $127,- 
376.16 has been assessed against 
the estate of Mrs. Fannie H. Hig- 
bee, it was revealed in an ap- 
praiser’s report filed in Probate 
Court yesterday. The tax was 
based in a valuation of $1,159,174.- 
68 and was said by probate offi- 
cials to have been the second larg- 
est estate tax assessed in the city. 
The largest inheritance tax on rec- 
ord was that assessed against the 
estate of David Sommers, capital- 
ist; who died in December, 1925. 
His heirs paid a State inheritance 
tax of $287,062,. 38. 

Mrs. Higbee’s estate, founded 
largely on holdings in the Bur- 
rough’s Adding Machine Co., in- 
herited from her uncle, the late 
William R. Pye, St. Louis dry 
goods merchant, had a gross value 
of $1,336,417.02, but it was re- 
duced by general Federal and State 
tuxes, administration expenses and 
other costs. Mrs. Highbee’s interest 
in the balance -of the Pye trust 
fund, valued at $182,982, was not 
included, since it has been tied up 
by litigation. 

Mrs. Higbee died Jan. 18.« Her 
chief heirs are a sister, Mrs.

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BEQUESTS 10 FIVE 
BANKS MADE IN 
MV MILLAN'S WILL 


Former Associates, Unable 
to Explain, Suppose Tes- 
tator Had Come to Some 
Understanding. 


WIDOW’S TRUST FUND 
TO PROVIDE MONEY 


She Is the Principal Heir and 
Estate Will Be Distributed 
as Specified at Her 

Death. 


Bequests to banks in Dallas, 
Kansas City and Galveston were 
an unusual feature of the will of 
Neill A. McMillan, chairman of 


the board of the First National in 
St. Louis, filed yesterday. 

The largest was to the American 
Exchange Nationa] Bank of Dal- 
las, for which $92,500 is provided. 
McMillan formerly was cashier of 
that bank. His associates in St. 
Louis could offer no explanation 
of the bequests, but thought that 
Mr. McMillan may have had some 
understanding with officers of the 
banks as to their use of the money, 

Other specific bequests were 
$4000-to the First National Bank 
of Kansas City, $5000 to the Gal- 
veston National Bank, $1000 to the 
Middlesex Banking Co., Dallas and 
$1000 to J. G. Strean, cashier of 
the Metropolitan Nationa] Bank, 
Kansas City. 

The bequests are to come from 
a trust fund of $125,000 set aside 
for Mr. McMillan’s widow, Mrs. 
Mattie Caruth McMillan, and will 
be distributed at her death. She 
is the chief beneficiary of the es- 
tate. 

Value of Estate Not Known. 

There has been no accurate esti- 
mate of the value of the estate. 
Some of Mr. McMillan’s associates 
thought it might run in excess of 
$1,000,000, perhaps as large as 
$3,000,000. 

Other epecific besuests were 
$3000 upon a sister, Miss Scotta 
McMillan, and $1000 each to two 
other sisters, Mrs. Flora Wallace 
and Mrs. Rosa L. Goodwin. 

A specific bequest of the resi- 

dence at 6327 Waterman boule- 
vard and two residences in Dallas, 
Tex., to the widow is provided. 
One-seventh of the residue of the 
estate is to be divided among the 
sisters, 50 per cent to Miss scotta 
MeMillan and the remainder in 
equal parts to the other two, 
Of the remaining six-sevenths of 
the residue, $125,000 is set aside 
as a trust fund for the widow. who 
is to receive the income from it. 
John F. Shepley, Isadec H. Orr 
and A. McMillan Wallace’ are 
named trustees to sell property in 
Oklahoma of undetermined value, 
one-seventh to be divided among 
the sisters in the proportion that 
the. one-seventh of the residue is 
divided and the remainder to go 
to Mrs. McMillan. 

Codicil on Distribution. 

A codicil. made the day follow- 
ing the date of the will, Aug. 18, 
1926, provides for the ultimate dis- 
tribution of the $125.000 trust 
fund and declares that Mrs. Mc- 
Millan may select one or more re- 
ligious or educational institutions 
to which to give $10,000. 


Texas Bankers Puzzled at McMil- 
lan Bequests.

“Our colleges will fail in thir 
duty to. their students,” re 
warned, “unless they are able to 
inspire them with a broader un- 
derstanding of the spiritual méan- 


the arts.’’ 

Stopping over here less than two 

hours on his way to Washington, 
Mr. Coolidge kept the silence he 
has maintained on the controver- 
sial farm relief problem since en- 
tering this agricultural region 
three months ago. But to. the 
throng of South Dakotans who 
gathered under an overcast sky 
for the outdoor exercises, the 
President had another word of 
praise for this State. 
“We cannot fail to stand in re- 
spectful admiration for a peopls 
whose courage and ability has been 
crowned with such remarkable ac- 
complishments,” he said. 


Coolidge Gets Degree. 

On completion of his address, 
Mr. Coolidge was given the hon- 
orary degree of Doctor of Science 
from the college by Charlo>s W. 
Pugsley, president. 

Senator Norbeck and Seiator 
McMaster of this State, and Repre- 
sentatives Johnson, Williamson 
and Christophers were on the jy lat- 
form at the dedication exercises. 

In conferring the degree, P-esi- 
dent Pugsley explained briefly that 
the faculty had recommended it 
“as a slight recognition of its ap- 
preciation of your services to the 
nation and to the State College on 
this momentous occasion.” Mr. 
Coolidge then proceeded to an- 
other memorial in this State which 
is to bear his name, Coolidge Syl- 
van Theater, an outdoor theater on 
the campus. Here he and Mrs. 
Coolidge laid a memorial stone. 

‘“T hope I do a better job than 
he does,” Mrs. Coolidge laughed as 
she and the President were handed 
trowels with which to spread mor- 
tar at opposite corners of the stone. 
The crowd cheered as she finished 
first. 

Although the weather was 
threatening a large audience 
stood before the outdoor speaking 
platform and crowds lined the 
streets from the station to the col- 
lege. 

Flowers to Mrs. Coolidge. 

On behalf of the faculty wom- 
ens’ club, Betty Jean Peterson pre- 
sented Mrs. Coolidge a bouquet of 
flowers and she received a gra- 
cious “thank you” and smiled in re- 
turn. 

Thanking the President for his 
address, Mr. Pugsley departed 
from the prepared program to 
present formally Mrs. Coolidge and 
John Coolidge. Each stepped for- 
ward smilingly on the platform as 
the audience extended its greeting 
with applause. 

Politicians who had confidently 
predicted that Mr. Coolidge in 
speaking at an agricultural college 
would outline the farm-relief plans 


of the administration were disap- 


pointed,

Fed $10,000,000 


Promoter Who Developed 
University City Indicted 
Here, but Freed—Hears 
Sentence Monday. 


E. G. Lewis, promoter of Univer- 
sity City, who lately repeated in 
California, on a bigger scale, the 
get-rich-quick program which he 
developed in St. Louis 23 years ago, 
was convicted in Los Angeles Fed- 
eral Court yesterday of misuse of 


the mails. He will be sentenced 
tomerrow, and his conviction, 
which was on 10 counts, makes 
possible a maximum total sentence 
of 47 years. 

Liabilities exceeding $10,000,000 
were shown by the collapse of 
Lewis’ group of California enter- 
prises, and while there were cer- 
tain assets, the investors in his 
California schemes appear to have 
lost more than the $7,000,000 
which was lost by the investors in 
his St. Louis concerns, Though in- 
dicted 12 times for his St. Louis 
dealings, Lewis has not been con- 
victed before. 

Lewis, chief aid, Henry L. Kra- 
mer, was convicted with him on 
nine counts of misuse of the mails 
and .one count of conspiracy for 
such misuse, and will be sentenced 
at the same time. William Ahrens, 
a co-defendant with them, was ac- 
quitted. 

The complaints were based on 
the sale of “life subscriptions” to a 
magazine printed in connection 
with Lewis’ real estate develop- 
ment at Atascadero, Cal, The mag- 
azine suspended three years ago. 
The life subscriptions, by which 
Lewis raised about $850,000, were 
sold at $10 each, and carried the 
promise of profits from oj] wells 
and almond groves. Most of the 
representations were false, 
Government charged in the prose- 
cution of Lewis and Kramer. 


j:° Is Exceptionally Persuasive: 


Edward Gardner Lewie--tauhily 
known by his initials only—is 59 
years old, and is unimpressive ag 
to stature and features. His lack 
of physical “front” is more than 
made up by an exceptional gift of 
persuasive speech. This gift was 
used to the utmost in the shaping 
of his dazzling arid dizzying finan- 
cial program in St. Louis in the 
early years of the present century 

In their effect upon the inves- 
tor, Lewis’ schemes were like the 
many get-rich-quick frauds which 
the agencies of Government try to 
check with such indifferent suc- 
cess. The investors lost. their 
money. The effect was aggravat2d 
by the fact that the investors were, 
in almost all cases, persons vf 
small savings. 

But Lewis. unlike most get-rich- 
quick promoters, did not strive to 
pocket as much as possible and 
make a quick getaway. It is even 
doubtful whether his primary ob- 
pect was to accumulate money for 
himself. Unquestionably, he sougnt 
power and prestige, and he was 
culpably indifferent to the welfare 
of his confiding investors. But he 
seems to have aimed at perma- 
nence, impossible as this was made 
by his unsound methods. He iteft 
behind him, in University City, sub- 
stantial buildings and a monument- 
al gateway guarded by bronze 
lions; and in California a residen- 
tial development which in other 
hands gives. promise of future 
value. 

Can’t Let Well Enough Alone. 

Each time, Lewis showed a fatal 
inability to let well enough alone. 
The success he sought was not the 
success which comes from keeping 
everlastingly at itthat is, a any 
particular “it.” One scheme, while 
still unmatured, was made the 
basis for a cluster of others, each 
of which, in turn, was pyramided 
in like manner. 

“All his life,” said a man who 
studied the Lewis enterprises, “he 
has been jumping from one cake 
of ice to another. like Eliza fleeing 
from the bloodhounds.” 

Another critic, a prominent St. 
Louisan who had large dealings 
with Lewis, declared on the witness 
stand that he did not think him in 
intentional swindler, “I prefer vo 
say that Mr. Lewis had an Ori- 
ental imagination,” he added. 

In 1895 Lewis was selling insect 
powder in Nashville, Tenn. Sales 
were good for a time, and Lewis 
and an associate formed a com- 
pany to extend the business to 
Memphis. Soon the concern was in 
the Sheriff's hands. 

St. Louis was his next field, and 
Lewis sought to market an anti-| 
perspiration foot powder and a 
tooth powder here, but this lasted 
only a year or so, A plan for sell- 
ing watches on an endless chain 
system appeared in 1898, under 
Lewis’ direction, and ran until a 
postoffice fraud order stopped it 
the following year. 

The Winner (later Woman's) 
Magazine was then started in 8t 
Louis. The National Installment 
Co, started as a jewelry sideline to 
the magazine. The Development 
and Investment Co. followed, and 
was a forerunner of the interlock- 
ing concerns soon started by Lewis, 
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E. G. Lewis, Convicted of Fraud,

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Negotiations for a treaty between 
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the United States and Panama have 
been going on for some time. 
There was considerable agitation 
in Panama against the new treaty 
which provides that the armed 
forces of the United States shail 
have free passage through the 
country in time of peace and that 
Panama shal] declare herself in a 
state of war “in the case of any 
war in which the United States 
should be a belligerent. 

The treaty is to supplement that 
of 1908. 

Opposes Subsidiary League. 

Tt was inferred that Dr. Morales 
advocated referring the Panama 
controversy to the World Court of 
Justice at The Hague, because, in 
vigorously opposing the creation 
of a special League of Nations for 
the American continent, he ad- 
vanced as one of his reasons that 
such a step would involve the es- 
tabli.hment of a special American 
court, which. he held, would offer 
no greater guarantees of impartial- 
ity than The Hague Court of Jus- 
tice, created under the auspices 
of the League of Nations. 

Dr. Morales declared that Pan- 
ama in order to permit the con- 
struction of the temarkable pass- 
‘age {inking the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific oceans and granted to the 
United States in perpetuity the 
use, occupation and control of a 
zone 10 miles wide across her ter- 
ritory for the construction, admin- 
istration, maintenance, sanitation 
and protection of the canal and 
the exercise of al] rights, power 
and authority over the zone by the 
United States “as if the United 
States possessed sovereignty over 
the territory.” 

Bur, he explained, a_ serious 
question had arisen, in regard to 

which no compromise was possi- 

ble, because it could not be set- 

tled unless one of the parties com- 
pletely adopted the views of the 
other. 

Dr. .Morales insisted that in 
handing over certain rights to the 
United States Panama did not grant 
the whole of her sovereign rights 
over the Canal Zone, and expressed 
his confidence that the American 
Government, “whose friendship for 
Panama has always been sincere 
and cordial finally would accept 
Panama's interpretation that the 
real sovereignty remains vested in 
Panama. 


After advocating submission of 
the dispute to a court of justice, he 
described the United States as a 
just country, a lover of peace and 
an enthusiastic supporter of inter- 
national arbitration. 


Relies on America’s Justice. 

“It is unthinkable, therefore,” 
he added, “that in a dispute with 
a small weak country the United 
States should refuse to submit a 
matter arising out of the interpre- 
tation of a treaty to impartial 
judges, and still more unthinkable 
that the United States should at- 
tempt to impose its own interpre- 
tation by some extra-judicial 
means.” 

Answering the criticism that the 
Panaman-American treaty signed 
at Washington last year violates the 
covenant of the League of Nations, 
Dr. Morales admitted that. Panama 
waa committed to co-operation with 
the United States in defending the 
canal and to regarding herself as 
at war in any conflict in which the 
United States is involved as a bel- 
ligerent, but under this provision 
Panama merely gave her assistance 
for defense of a part of her terri- 


purely a defensive provision § in 
case of an attack on the Panama 
Canal, and did not refer to a con- 
flict involving Panama as one, of 
the principal parties. In such case, 
he contended, the usual League 
procedure of arbitration must nat- 
urally be resorted to. 

Dr. Morales asserted it was 
false to say that the United States 
had forced Panama to accept this 
clause, which was acttifally pro- 
posed in its essentials by the Pan- 
ama Government itself. Remark- 
ing that the controversy with the 
United States over the sovereignty 
of the zone had caused no rancor, 
the speaker expressed the opinion 
that all differences with the United 
States would be settled by arbitra- 
tion or a court of justice, 
Chamberlain Deplores War. 
Sir Austen Chamberlain, British 
Foreign Secretary, addressing the 
Assembly, joined Aristide Briand, 
French Foreign Ministef, and Gus- 
tav Stresemann, German Foreign 
Minister. in what he called “the 
solemn resolution to choose’ the 
way to peace and eschew the paths 
to war.” 

He felicitated France for ex- 
tending to Germany the hand of 
friendship, saying this greatly in- 
creased the strength of the League 
of Nations. 

He repudiated any insinuations 
that the big powers were trying to 
run the council, declaring that all 
the members were on equal foot- 
ing. 

Failure of Naval Parley. 

Referring to “the failure of the 
tri-partite naval conference,” he 
said “even in the failure encour- 
agement may be found.” and em- 
phasized that the relations and 
the friendship of the powers par- 
ticipating had remained unim- 
paired after the failure. He said 
the lesson of tiie failure of the 
conference was that there was in- 
adequate preparation fer it. 
“My country,” he continued, 
“desires to see a large and real 
restriction of arms. «Our navy can- 
not be compared with the navy 
before the war. Our er sh has 
grown less and less.” 


Sir Austen dwelt upon the heavy 
international burdens resting on 


the shoulders of the British Gov- 


ernment but said he was ready 
in principle to accept the Finnish 
proposal which established an in- 
ternational fund to be available 
for the nation which becomes a 
victim of aggression.” 


He remarked that there seemed 
to be an undercurrent of opinion 
that Great Britain had blocked se- 
curity and armament because she 
could not participate in all the 
League plans. In fact, he de- 
clared, “the British, in course of 
their history, had eubmitted to ar- 
bitration, a larger number of im- 
portant matters than any other 
countrv. 


Alluding to_the British objection 
to the Geneva protocol he assert- 
ed the nations were asking the im- 
possible when they asked Great 
Britain to gunrantee the frontiers 
of all countries, just as she has 
the Rhineland frontiers. 

“That would be asking for a 
disruption of the British Empire.” 
he declared. “I am devoted to 
the League of Nations. but not 
even for the League would I de. 
Stroy that smaller but older league 
which is the British Empire.”

To extend the area of guaranteed 


For the second time within 24 
hours Briand today delivered an 
impassioned oration before the as- 
sembly, proclaiming France's pas- 
Sionate desire to be freed from the 
horrors of war. 

In his speech today he voiced 
his conviction of the certainty that 
the rapprochement between France 
and Germany would continue to 
develop in the interest of world 
peace, 

Briand began by praising Gustav 
Sresemann, the German - Foreizn 
Minister, who is representing Ger- 
many in the assembly. He alluded 
to Stresemann’s announcement that 
Germany would sign the compul- 
sory arbitration clause of the world 
court of justice and wanted to be 
a pioneer in the movement for 
peace, Briand declared that this 
“noble discourse came as a ray of 
light to dissipate the mist.” 

“France on her part,” he de- 
clared, will dedicate her every en- 
ergy to perpetuating the Franco- 
German friendship and world 
peace.” 

Briand resoyted frequently to 
irony, evoking roars of laughter 
from his hearers. He ridiculed 
both the black pessimism concern- 
ing the League, and the charges 
that the so-called big powers were 
negotiating excessively in secret 


and trying to settle secretly prob- 


lems which the League should 
handle. 

The French statesman traced the 
history of the League’s achieve- 
ments and mentioned particularly 
the happy outcome of the difficult 
problem of getting Germany into 
the League under conditions sat- 
isfactory °° all. 

Declaring that France is ready to 
co-tribute to every element for 
assuring peace, Briand emphasized 
that disarmament is a vital ele- 
ment for peace, and he recalled 
that the League covenant demands 
that armaments be reduced to a 
point compatible with national se- 
curity. 

Briand admitted that he had 
foreseen that the tfri-partite naval 
conference was doomed in ad- 
vance to “non-success.’ He de- 
clared that a successf.! conference 
could be held only under the aus- 
pices of the League of Nations. He 
believed that this conference would 
come one day and refused to share 
the pessimism of critics who hold 
that the league’s preliminary dis- 
armament work had not been fruit- 
ful. 

Referring to the destiny of the 
League, the speaker said that the 
public had not paid enough atten- 
tion to the magnificent humanita- 
rian achievements of the League— 
its work in reconstructing coun- 
tries ruined by the war and its suc- 
cor to millions of innocent refu- 
gees, 

In conclusion, Briand expressed 
the opinion that peaec could be 
perpetuated best by developing the 
judicial cystem for settling dis- 
putes, and added: 

“Let us all turn our faces to- 
ward peace—peace by arbitration.” 

Stresemann’s Pledge. ” 

Stresemann yesterday pledged 
the German Reich to accept before 
the end of the month the optional! 
Clause of the Hague court statute 
providing for compulsory arbitra- 
tion of disputes with other nations 
which have accepted it.

ment are conducted for the job 
holders tvithout regard to the cost 
to the taxpayers. Undoubtedly he 
hopes to arouse an interest among 
those who pay the bills, and 
through them to overcome the 
forces of organized politics in the 
primary. 

In his announcement, Schneider 
said: 

“T believe that the great major- 
ity of the people of Missouri earn- 
estly desire that their next Gov- 
ernor, with the aid of the Legis- 
lature, establish in this State the 
principles of budgetary govern- 
ment which I have been advocat- 
ing as the tried and _ successful 
means of reducing to a minimum 
waste and inefficiency in ooaee 
government. 

‘TIT believe that by reason of my 
experience as a legislator and the 
knowledge gained of the opera- 
tion of the various State depart- 
ments and the study I have made 
of the operation of governmental 
departments in other states, that 
I am best equipped to secure the 
adoption of budgetary government 
in Missouri,’”’ 

“Deplorable Scan .lals.”’ 

Schneider called attention to 
the “deplorable scandals” in some 
of the departments under. the 
“present administration as well us 
similar scandals of preceding 
Democratic administrations,” say- 
ing they emphasized the need of 
a uniform system of accounting, 
central purchasing, a budget and 
the elimination of boards and 
commissions where centralization 
of responsibility is impossible. 

As indications of the gross ef- 
ficiency of the present’ system, 
Schneider said it was impossible 
for the Governor to estimate withs 
in $1,000,000 the State’s annual in- 
come, impossible for him to tell 


the number of State employes, and | 


impossible for the State Auditor 
to make a summary of receipts 
and disbursements. 

He asserted that through the 
central purchasing system he ad- 
vocated, the State of Massachusetts 
within three years had saved $6,- 
000.000, 

Without a budget, he said, it was 
impossible for the Legislature to 
appropriate money intelligently. 

Useless Departments. 

Advocating the elimination of 
useless departments, he said con- 
solidation of related departments 
would mean greater efficiency and 
would result in responsible super- 
Vision, 

“The savings which can be ef- 
fected by these business methods, 
which have been tried and found 
succesful in other states. wil] ena- 
ble us to give to education the 
much-needed encOéuragement which 
has long been desired by the people 
of Missouri,” he said. 

Schneider is 40 years old and has 
practiced law in St. Louis 16 years. 
He was born in Nebraska and re- 
ecived his legal education at the 
University of Michigan. Asa Leg- 
islator, his principal work. in ad- 
dition to the economy bills. was in 


philanthropic palaver. The pro- 
moter is full of love for the dear 
public. He is making more money 
than he wants. Therefore, he will 
take the people in—that’s what he 
says. This bank (quoting Léwis’ 
literature) ‘should be the most 
powerful and prosperous bank in 
the world, and can dictate terms 
to the great railroads and corpora- 
tions who must sell their bonds. 
Some very kind friends, men of 
wealth, who are joining me in the 
labor of creating our great bank, 
have offered .to help me help you 
secure more of the stock than you 
could pay for at one time.

“Mr. Lewis is a pleasant-man- 
nered gentleman, a little nervous, 
with a mind miraculously nimble. 
He deals with millions as if they 
were pennies. He is the ideal pro- 
moter, and his spiel is the most 
persuasive that I have ever heard, 
and I’ve met the best confidence 
crooks in the country in my day. 
He associates with bankers and 
financial moguls. He uses freely 
in conversation the names of the 
best-known capitalists, His career 
is typical of the pluperfect faker 
on a big scale.” 

Basis of Fraud Order. 
Investigation of the Lewis bank 
and publishing enterprises’. by 
postoffice inspectors was in prog- 
ress through the spring of 1905. 
At the end of May, the inspectors 


submitted a recommendation that 
a fraud order be issued. 


They set 
forth, in a detailed report, that 
the bank was not started from the 
profits of the publishing concerns, 
but was intended to provide money 
for their operation, as they were 
in debt.

0 BALLOONS SAIL 
FROM DETROIT IN 
BENNETT CUPRACE 


Eight Nations Represented 
in Sixteenth International 
Contest, Which Starts Un- 
der Cloudy Skies. 


By the Associated Press. 

WHITMORE, O., Sept. 10.—Two 
ballions passed over here five min- 
utes apart at 8:50 p. m., traveling 
southeast. Whitmore is about 65 
miles from Detroit. 


By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT, Mich., Sept. 10.— 
Bearing the colors of eight nations, 
15 huge silken gas bags floated 
from the Ford airport here today 
and headed in the general direc- 
tion of the Atlantic as the begin- 
ning of competition for the Gordon 
Bennett trophy in the sixteenth in- 
ternational ballon race. 

Each of the crews was deter- 
mined to remain aloft until the far- 
thest possible distance from the 
starting point had been reached. 

The race may last as long as 
three days, according to state- 
ments from the balloon pilots be- 
fore they cast off ballast and took 
to the skies. The pilots went 
aloft prepared to brave rain. Most 
of the balloons were equipped with 
rubber boats in case they should 
be forced down over water. 

Promptly at 4 o’clock, Maj. En- 
rique Maldonado and his aid, Maj. 
Benito Molas, threw off the ropes 
holding their huge bag. the His- 
pania, and rose into a cloudy, over- 
hanging sky. A few minutes later 
the balloon was out of sight in the 
clouds. The 14 other entries fol- 
lowed at five-minute intervals. 

Thinks Bags Will Go East. 

The bags all followed a course 
directly east of Detroit, although 
it was believed they might be 
swept in a southerly direction be- 
fore morning. Cc. a, Andreus, 
weather forecaster for the flight, 
announced at the start that, in all 
probability, the balloons would be 
seen over western New York and 
Pennsylvania in the. morning. 

An early report that three bal- 
loons had been sighted near San- 
dusky, O.. however, led Andreus to 
believe the bags may have been 
swept into the path -of a north 
wind, which would blow them 
through Ohio and into the Vir- 
ginias. Sandusky is 55 miles from 
Detroit. 

Winds were variable at the start 
of the race, and weather reports 
presented such uncertain wind 
charts that it was believed the 
race this year would be almost en- 
tirely one of pilots’ skill in seeking 
“blind'y” for the best wind cur- 
rent. .The wind current shor’ '/ 
after the take-off averaged- 16 
miles an hour. 

Henry Ford, wearing a raincoat, 
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appeared at the airport before the 
balloons took off and witnessed the 
start of the race. Edsel] Ford was 
one of the starters. 

Before the first bag threw off 
ballast, 18 planes from Selfridge 
Field, Mount Clemens, under the 
command of Maj. Thomas G. Lan- 

phier, commandant, flew over the 

field to entertain the crowd. As 
the Army, the United States entry, 
took off, the planes dipped in sa- 
lute. The pilots of the balloon had 
received the good luck wishes of 
Major-General Mason M. Patrick, 
tormer chief of the Army Air Serv- 
ice, 

As the balloons took to the air, 
a band played the national anthem 
of the country each represented. 

It was reported the inflation of 
the balloons set a record. Inflation 
was begun shortly before 4 a. m. 
and by noon the work virtually had 
been completed. 

There will be no official report 
from the bailloong until they land 
The winner of the race will be the 
pilot who reaches the greatest dis- 
tance from the starting point. 

Reeord Holder in Race, 

Maurice Biename, who holds the 
record for distance in the interna- 
tional event, 1334 miles, was en- 
tered under the French flag in this 
year’s race.

MORE TRAFFIC POLICE 
NEEDED, CHIEF SAYS 


Only 83 Men Available for 
Work at Intersections 
Throughout City. 


An acute shortage of patroimen 
is hampering the work of the Po- 
lice Department in policing the 
city, Chief of Police Gerk an- 


ly is the need of additional men 
felt in the traffic department, 
there being only 83 men available 
for duty in directing traffic at in- 
tersections. There are 69 motor 
cycle men, but they can give little 
or no time to intersection traffie 
work. 

Chief Gerk pointed to the inter- 
section at Twelfth boulevard and 
Olive street, where traffic i# 
heavy during the day and the pe- 
destrians’ problem made difficult 
by the width of Twelfth and the 
present work of widening Olive. 
The traffic officer at this intersec- 
tion comes on duty at 8 a. m. and 
remains until 6 p. m., but because 
of a shortage of relief men, he 
must serve as relief man for the 
officer at Twelfth and Locust, in 
which periods Twelfth and Olive is 
neglected. 

“We have five or six hundred 
intersections In St. Louig that need 
traffic officers as badly as Twelfth 
and Olive,” said Chicof Gerk, “but 
owing to an acute shortage of men 
in the department we are com- 
pelled to neglect them and do the 
best we can with the 83 men avail- 
able for this urgent work. The 8t. 
Louis police department has been 
increased only 150 men by the Leg- 
islature since 1907, while auto traf- 
fice has thcreased by great bounds 
in that period.” 

He added that congested intersee- 
tions are increasing at such & 
great rate that it now is necessary 
to shunt interreection officers all 
over the city at different hours to

France has incre’3ed the tariff on

received today. The higher rate 
goes into efefct immediately. 

While Canada’s export of wheat 
to France has fluctuated from year 
to year, the present change, on the

money, to buy more land, and so on 
in the expanding circle, as the story 
goes. Of course, he wanted to 
teach men to raise more corn, but 
his main object must have been 
to raise better men. We come back 
to the query that is contained in 
the concentrated wisdom of the 
ages, “What shall it profit a man 
if he gain the whole world and 
lose his own soul?’” 

“All of our science and all of 
our arts will never be the means 
for the true advancement of our 
nation, will never remove us from 
the sphere of the superficial and 
the cynical, will never give us a 
civilization and a culture of any 
worthy and lasting importance un- 
less we are able to see in them 
the outward manifestation of a 
spiritual reality. 

“Unless our haNs of learning 
are real temples which are to be’ 
approached by our youth in an 
attitude of reverence, consécrated 
by worship of the truth, they willl 
all end in a delusion. The infor- 
mation that is acquired in them 
will simply provide a greater ca- 
pacity for evil. Our institutions of 
learning must be dedicated to a 
higher purpose. The life of our 
nation must rise to a higher realm. 

“Many of our older universities 
were founded by pious hands at 
great sacrifice for the express pur- 
pose of training men for the min- 
istry to carry light to the people 
on the problems of life. 

“Unless our college graduates 

are inspired with these ideals, our 
colleges have failed in their most 
important function and our people 
will be lacking in true culture. 
Abraham Lincoln, who was _ the 
most spiritual of our Presidents, 
had a true appreciation of this 
principle, 
“While he did not fail to place 
a proper emphasis on the cuftiva- 
tion of the physical world around 
us, he thoroughly understood that 
this must be supplemented by a 
cultivation of the intellectual and 
moral world within us. The hu- 
man soul will always rebel at any 
attempt to confine it to the phys- 
ical world. Its dwelling place is 
in the intellectual and moral world. 
It is into that realm that all true 
education should lead. 

“Unless our scholarship, however 
brilliant, is to_be barren and ster- 
ile, leading toward pessimism, more 
emphasis must be given to the de- 
velopment of our moral power. 
Our colleges must teach not only 
science but character. We must 
maintain a stronger, firmer grasp 
on the principle declared in the 
Psalms of David and re-echoed in 
the Proverbs of his son, Solomon, 
that ‘The fear of the Lord is the 
beginning of knowledge.’ ” 

Referring to education, Mr. Cool- 
idge said: 

“The importance attached to it 
is signified by the large proportion 
of public money which is devoted 
to its support. In the country at 
large it is probable that well to- 
ward three-fifths of all local taxes 
are expended directly or indirectly 
for education. We hear very little 
criticism of the amount of money 
that is used for this purpose, but 
it is undoubtedly well from time to 
time to make a careful investiga- 
tion of this very large item, not 
so much to attempt to reduce it 
as to make certain that all wastes 
are eliminated and that the com- 
munity is securing full value in re- 
turn for its large outlays. 

“No progressive community can 


its people. Considered on the basis 
of economics their development de- 
pends very largely on the scientific 
learning and skill with which their 
efforts are directed. The day of 
the rule of thumb is past. The day 
of the exact application of scientific 
knowledge by persons technically 
trained in all the affairs of life 
has come, Any neglect in this di- 
rection would mean at once stag- 
nation, decay and failure. It is im- 
possible for any community to hold 
its place in modern society unless 
it is fully equipped in the educa- 
tional field of arts and sciences and 
research.”

Australia Hears Fight Radio. 


ROADCASTING half around 

the world is an accomplished 
fact, and it was a fight story 
that took the hop from New 
York to the heart of far away 
Australia, 

Undoubtedly the radio broad- 
cast of the coming champion- 
ship between Tunney and Demp- 
sey will be heard in Melbourne 
and Sydney, almost as well as in 
St. Louis. 

In a letter to Charles G. Ross 
of the Post-Dispatch editorial 
staff, a correspondent in Sydney, 
Australia, writes in part as fol- 
lows: 

“For the first time in history 
people in Australia, 10,000 miles 
away from New York, were able 
to listen to a running description 
of a fight (the Dempsey-Shar- 
key battle) round by round, 


broadcast from the ringside. With 


the co-operation of the Farmers 
Broadcasting Station (2FC) an 
American short-wave station was 
picked up at La Perous and re- 
broadcast throughout the whole 
of Australia. 

“It is a wonderful thing to 
think that right in the heart of 
Australia, hundreds of miles 
from the nearest railway station, 
the words of the broadcaster 
came clearly. The first message 
eame through at 12:30 o'clock, 
Sydney time, and the people in 
Sydney streets were able to pur- 
chase newspapers with the result 
of the knockout in a very few 


minutes after the people in the 


stadium at New York had seen 
the result.” 

Literally half the world will 
listen in on the big quarrel at 
Soldier’s Field, Sept. 22, indicat- 
ing that the sport that had to 
keep a step ahead of the Dep- 
uty Sheriffs, only a few years 
ago, has at last gained inter- 
national recognition.

AGAINST MOVIE HOUSE 


Sues Over Injuries She Says 
She Suffered When Forced 
to. Stand in Crowd. 


An old Missouri statute which 
forbids theaters to admit more 
persons than the*number of seats 


provided wag invoked yesterday 
}for the first time in years. Many 
local theaters, including the larg- 
er movie houses, permit customers 
to stand in the aisles and lobbies, 
In the name of the City of St. 
Louls, Mrs. Louise Kurth, 3109A 
Union boulevard, sued to recover 
$5000 from the Sanford Amuse- 
ment Co., operating the Palm 
Theater, 2010 Union. In her own 
name, she sued for $2500 person- 
al damages. Allegations in both 
suits are that when she went to 
the theater, May 14, the manage- 
ment permitted her to stand in a 
crowd, with the result that she was 
jostled, fell to the floor and suf- 
fered a skull fracture. | 
The unusual suit brought in the 
name of the city is based on Sec- 
tions 10,969 and 10,972 of the re- 
vised statutes of Missouri. The 
first section, regulating places of 
public amusement, specifies that 
“all aisles shall be kept wunob- 
structed” and “No more persons 
shall be admitted into any such 
place than there are seats there- 
for.” 
The other section provides a 
penalty, for any violation, of for- 
feiture of license and a fine of 
$20 to $5000. 
- The complainant must sue in 
the name of the city, town .or vil- 
lage where the violation occurs. 
One half of the fine collected 
shall be paid to the complainant, 
and the other half to the treas- 
urer of the city, town or school 
for the use and benefit of the pub- 
lic schools.

Dangerous to Peace. 

What makes these huge armies 
so dangerous to peace is that the 
skies are clouded with interna- 
tional feuds in every quarter of 
the globe. That is not necessari- 
ly a reflection on the peace trea- 
ties. Every effort to recast old es- 
tablished frontic.s and to read- 
just ancient quarrels is bound to 
leave much soreness in the breast 
of the party that has to give up 
something it “:rmerly enjoyed, 
and the other party is therefore 
on the lookout for the return 
blow which past hictcry hag al- 
ways led it to expect. 

Nations must therefore either 
arm or arbitrate. There is no 
half-way house. You cannot en- 
sure peace by confining arbitra- 
tion to minor questions and trust- 
ing the rest to the ordeal of bat- 
tle. There are five or six out- 
standing issues disturbing the na- 
tions today, any one of which may 
lead to war, and not one of which 
the nations principally concerned 
are prepared to submit to the de- 
cision of either the League of Na- 
tions or the Hague tribunal. 


Danger Points. 


Let me enumerate these trou- 
blesome questions: 

There is first of all the question 
of the evacuation of the Rhine- 
land. This is a growing menace 
to good will and peace between 
two of the most formidable na- 
tions in the world. By the Treaty 
of Versailles, 10 and 15 year 
periods of occupation were to be 
curtailed if Germany faithfully 
carried out her obligations under 
the treaty. Her admission to the 
Council of the League of Nations 
last year was an acknowledg- 
ment, by the Allies, of her loyal 
discharge of her onerous under- 
takings. Briand, in a significant 
speech, went out of his way to pay 
tribute to the way in which Ger- 
many was carrying out her prom- 
ises. The spirit of Locarno, 
without evacuation, is like faith 
without works. There are omi- 
nous indications that the ruling 
party in France has no intention 
of withdrawing the troops from 
the Rhineland even at the end 
of the stipulated periods. Mar- 
shal Foch has never wavered in 
his opinion that occupation of the 
Rhine bridgeheads is essential to 
the security of France. It has al- 
ways been suspected that Poin- 


care was in agreement with the f

AYNE B. WHEELER, the ablest lobby- 
ist Washington has ever seen—and the 
most underpaid—was a brisk little man 
with a round, bald head and an enormous 
area of upper lip entirely covered with brown 
stubble. He was a picture of cheerful alert- 
ness and nervous activity. He could easily 
have earned $50,000 a year practicing law. 
His salary from the Anti-Saloon League was 
less than $10,000, and if he ever took a dis- 
honest dollar it has yet to be discovered. 

Whatever one might think of the business 
in which he was engaged, it was difficult to 
dislike Wheeler personally, and the writer, 
who knew him well, never attempted to. The 
little man was too frank, too nervy, and too 
dynamic. I am by no means satisfied that 
he was a fanatic, although he was extraordi- 
narily single-minded. Chatting in his office 
one day, I said: 

“My objection to you people is that you 
make his wetness or dryness the sole stand- 
ard by which a public man shall be judged. 
His record on other issues makes no differ- 
ence. His character is ignored. As between a 
candidate who is ignorant, hypocritical and 
dry, and one who is intelligent, honest and 
wet, you invariably support the former. Do 
you think that is conducive to good morals 
and good Government?”

Its purpose was chiefly in the re- 
ception of the public on State oc- 
casions. People coming to the 
White House receptions previous 
to 1902 had entered by the front 
door. The number of ttose at- 
tending each of the formal recep- 
tions in the winter had grown to 
thousands. The detail of their re- 
ception, of the checking of their 
Wraps, of their filing up to the 
quarters on the first floor where 
they were received, was quite com- 
plicated. Of old, it was no un- 
common thing for a line of p2ople 
waiting to be received to extend 
half a block from the President's 
front door or for the line to stand 
for hours in snow aiid rain. To 
relieve this distressing situation a 
wing of the White House was 
flung out to the right until it en- 
countered a side street, where a 
reception entrance was provided.

Ab Jenkins Drives Com- 
mander Sedan From New 
York to San Francisco in 
77 Hours. 


. A Studebaker Commander sedan, | 


driven by Ab Jenkins, has estab- 
lished a new ocean-to-ocean road 
record by traveling from coast to 
coast in 77 hours and 40 minutes, 
total elapsed time, Studebaker Corp. 
reports. In making his record, 
Jenkins cut two hours and 15 min- 
utes from the best previcus time 
Prom tide water to tide water, made 
by an open car driven by L. B. 
Miller. 

“Jenkins is a Salt Lake 
building contractor, and was the 
first to beat the fastest transcon- 
tinental trains from New York to 
San Francisco by driving his Stude- 
baker Sheriff across the continent 
in 86 hours and 790 
June. Since that time, other driv- 
ers 


79 hours, 55 minutes. 

“So Jenkins, who had traded hts 
Sheriff for a Commander sedan, 
started for New York City with 
more than 32,000 miles on his 
speedometer to try to lower, in an 
enclosed car, transcontinental rec- 
ords which had previously been 
set by open Cars. 

“At $ o'clock, Eastern Standard 
time, August 30, he was checked 


out of New York City at the Tot- | 


tenville Ferry by P. S. O'Neill, dis- 
trict commercial agent of the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Co.; A. H. 
Means, American Automobile As- 
sociation, and Col. James Justice, 
commanding officer of Miller Field, 
Staten Island. 

“Shortly after entering New Jer- 
sey, a heavy fog, which hung over 
the road, made speed possible for 
only short intervals. This fog 
continued to cut down Jenkins’ time 
as far West as the Ohio State 
boundary, where it dissolved with 
daylight. Blocked railroad cross- 
ings and long detours stole more | 
precious minutes and when Jen- 
kins arrived at Logansport, Ind., he 
was two hours behind his schedule. 

From Logansport west, more 
time was lost through tire trouble 
and by the time the Commander 
pulled up in Cheyenne, Wyo., it was 
more than three hours behind its 
schedule. From Cheyenne to Re- 
no, Nev., however, Jenkins man- 
aged to regain some of his lost 
time. _— |

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—Ques- 
tions of outstanding importance to 
all who make, sell and buy auto- 
mobiles will be among the prob- 
lems laid before Congress when it 
convenes in December. 

It is understood that legislation 
will be proposed designed to end 
what is termed “‘the toll bridge 
evil.” Such bills will have the sup- 
port of strong groups in all sections 
of the country.

There are two distinct lines, the

Vaccine Which Immunizes.

PARIS, Sept. 10.—Distemper,

Dogs vaccinated by the doctor 
become totally immune in six days, 
he says. The virus acts very much 
like that which causes epidemics 
of grip among human beings. Un- 
able to get it from cultures, Dr. 
Lebailly has obtained the virus 
from the spleen of dogs in the 
acute stage of the disease, and has 
injected it under the skin of the 
dogs submitted for treatment. One 
dose has prvuved sufficient to con- 
fer immunity. The only point 
which sffll remoins to be cleared up 
is whether the virus varies accord- 
ing to environment. To determine 
this, Dr. Lebailly is collecting sam- 
ples from different parts of the 
region for testing. 


Ruin Graves for Souvenirs, 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

OSLO, Norway, Sept. 10.—In 
their eager hunt for souvenirs, 
tourists in Svalbard have desecrat- 
ed the graves of unfortunate ex- 
plorers and in some instance even 
have taken skulls away. Svalbard, 
or Spitzbergen, as the island group 
was called before coming under 
the control of Norway, for centu- 
ries marked the northernmost point 
reached by men in attempts to con- 
quer the North pole. Hundreds of 
brave men met death on its lonely 
shores, and their surviving com- 
rades buried them in the way of 
the Far North, covering the bodies 
with stones, with a crude wooden 
cross surmounting the mound.

AMERICAN CLAIMS $10,000,000 
ESTATE LEFT BY ‘MAD MARIA’ 


First Fromh U. S. to Enter Fight 
for English Fortune That Re- 

verted to Crown in 1798. 

By the Associated Presse. 
PORTSMOUTH, Eng., Sept. 10. 
—An American, William Henry 
Knight, Los Angeles merchant, has 
bobbed up among the hundreds of 
claimants for tne $19,000,000 es- 
tate of Maria L’Epine, who died 
here insane in 1798. Knight is the 
first American to lay claifn to the 
great wealth of “Mad Maria.” The 
list of claimants includes persons 
from various walks of life, from 
scrubwomen to Lords. 

The clerk of the Chancery 
Court at London asserts’ that 
dozens of other Americans con- 
sider themrselves the logical heirs 
and are preparing to claim the mil- 
lions. 

Maria’s father was a French 
weaver, who came to England as 
a Huguenot refugee.. He aniassed 
a fortune in his factory at Spital- 
gate. Knight traces his relation- 
ship to Abibail Eccles, a daughter 


Mason, who with his three sistérs, 
all of London, is reputed to be 
furnishing a large part of the 
money to prosecute the claims of 
his cousins. 

Maria left $350,000. Because of 
her insanity and lack of proof of 
her marriage, the fortune reverted 
to the Crown. George Third gave 
it to Admiral Lord Howe of Revo- 
lutionary activity. on condition that 
it be restored in the event a right- 
ful claimant appeared. That was 
129 years ago and interest has in- 
creased it to its present volume.

A few minutes after 7 p. m., while

Major Whittlesey followed the rum 
ner over to the right flank and there 
found the relief for which his men had 
been waiting since the morning they 
found their runner posts broke. 
First Lieutenant Tillman of the 307th 
Infantry, with a patrol, reported that’ 
three companies of that regiment were 
located in the forest a short distance 
to the right. After a brief talk with 
Major Whittlesey this officer made hig 
way back to his command and shortly 
afterwards guided companies A, B and 
M of the 307th Infantry to our posi- 
tion. The long expected relief had at 
last come.
